Chicago, Jan. 20.— One man Is dead, 
another is dying, and five others were 
shot and seriously wounded in East 
Chicago. Ind., just across state line, 
in a desperate battle between strike 
breakers, police and strikers In the 
heart of the town. 
The battle occurred as thirty men, 
imported from Chicago to break the 
strike at the Edwards Valve company’s 
plant, which, officials declare, was due 
to 
a 
German - war plot, were being 
taken through the town under guard of 
police. Forty strikers, armed with re­ 
volvers and dubs, ambushed the little 
party and the battle 
resulted. 
The 
East Chicago police, according to re­ 
ports, started the firing, and Assistant 
Chief of Police Jack Meehan was the 
first to fall, shot through the heart. 


F've to Hospitals. 


An unidentified strike breaker was 
shot through the body, and, after the 
battle was over and the strikers re­ 
treated, 
was 
rushed to a hospital, 
where it was said he had but a few 
moments to live. The streets were lit­ 
tered with the fallen men, and it is 
reported that several strikers, slightly 
wounded, were carried away by their 
friends. Five wounded men were taken 
to hospitals. 
Constantine Kohusky, an East Chi­ 
cago policeman, was shot through the 
leg and seriously wounded. 
The strike at the 
Edwards 
plant, 
which has been manufacturing shrap­ 
nel for the allies, began two weeks 
ago- Its president frankly charged that 
the strike was due to a pro-German 
plot, and refused to deal with the men. 
Four hundred of them went out at the: 
time. 


No Violence at Plant. 
" I have no 
definite 
information 
shout the riot,” said President O. C. 
Oleson of the company over the long 
distance telephone from his Aflice in 
East Chicago. "A ll we know is that a 
riot has occurred. Yes. our plant has 
been running for the last week. We 
closed down for several days and theu 
reopened. 
‘‘The riot took place 
about 
three- 
quarters of a mile from 
the 
plant. 
There 
is 
no 
violence 
around 
tl.o 
plant. They have a few pickets here, 
but that is all.”
